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EGYPTIAN  COTTON  NEWS  LETTER 


The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  February  1  contains 
the  following  extract  relative  to  extra  staple  cotton: ., 


There  was  a  steady  demand  for  extra  staple  cotton  in 
this  market  during  the  past  week,  without  any  very  large 
volume  of  dealing  in  any  one  quarter t     *  * 

It  was  a  spotty  market  so  far  as  prices  went.  Certain 
of  the  mills  were  not  willing  to  pay  as  much  this  week  for 
identically  the  same  cotton  as  they  actually  paid  a  week 
ago,  while  others  had  advanced  their  ideas  and  were  more 
disposed  than  formerly  to  meet  the  quotations  of  shippers 
who,  for  the  most  part,  were  disposed  to  add  from  fifty  to 
200  points  onto  their  quotations  of  a  week  ago.  There 
was  more  of  the  high  grade  medium  length  staples  offered 
here  this  week  than  for  some  time  past  and  information 
from  the  south  indicates  that  the  medium  staples  in  mid- 
dling and  strict  low  are  nearly  all  gone,  while  the  supply 
of  the  higher  grades  is  greater  than  it  was  at  first  sup- 
posed to  be .

Certain  of  the  mills  are  said  to  be  offering  for  sale 
some  of  the  Sakeliaridis  they  bought  some  months  ago  as 
a  hedge  against  their  cloth  and  yarn  orders  at  a  time 
when  the^r  found  it  temporarily  difficult  to  cover  on  the 
Peeler  requirements.    Most  of  them  are  asking  at  least 
a  dollar  a  pound  for  this  cotton,  which  is  considerably 
cheaper  than  it  can  be  bought  out  of  either  Alexandria 
•r  Liverpool,  where  prices  range  from  $1.12  to  $1.20  and 
over.    Medium  grades  on  the  spot  in  this  country  can  be 
had  for  §1,00  to  $1.05  while  the  quotations  for  high 
grades  range  as  high  as  $10'100     There  is  a:iso  a  consid- 
erable quantity  of  medium  and  high  grade  Egyptian  uppers 
offered  either  on  the  spot  or  in  transit  and  the  prices 
range  from  91  to  95  cents  a  pound.    Some  of  this  cotton 
was  bought  in  this  territory  this  week* 

Peruvian  mitafiffi  of:  the  present  crop  is  getting  scarce 
and  the  prices  have  reached  a  point  which  prohibits  much 
dealing.     Quotations  on  medium  grades  ranged  from  95  to 
98  cents,  while  the  mills  were  unwilling  to  pay  more  than 
about  93  cents*    New  crop  for  July-August  shipment  is 
quoted  at  90  cents  for  high  grades,

Extract  from  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  continued: 

Pima  cotton  of  about  No.  3  grade  sold  in  this  market 
this  w^ek  for  as  low  as  88  cents  hut  the  quantity  was  very 
small  and  the  real  market  level  was  several  cents  higher. 
Sales  at  92  cents  were  reported  and  one  mixed  lot  of  Pima 
p,7)$  Yuma  cotton  averaging  No,  3  grade  and  i-1/2  to  1-5/8 
in  staple  sold  at  96  cents  *    No,  3  grade  Pima  of  one  same 
staple  length  is  offered  at  the  same  price. 

Average  extra  choice  Sea  Island  is  still  available  at 
85  to  86  cents  but  the  mills  here  seem  to  be  indifferent 
to  this  cotxon  despite  the  fact  that  it  is  lower  m  price 
than  either  Egyptians,  Peruvians,  or  American  Egyptian. ^ 
One  broker  in  trying  to  explain  the  situation,  said  t+iao 
he  attributed  it  to  the  fact  that  it  is  necessary  to  slow 
down  the  machinery  and  hence  reduce  the  production  in  order

Island  cotton  to  advantage,  and  that  the  mills 
diO  not  care  to  do  this   just  now.     Even  fangris  or  white 
Peruvian  cotton,  which  Is  a  new  variety  in  this  market 
and  therefore  has  to  sell  at  somewhat  of  a  discount  in  ovAti* 
to  get  introduced,   sold  this  week  at  65  cents.

Cotton  Crop  of  Egypt 

The  Alexandria  Cotton  Company,  Ltd.,  under  date  of 
December  5,   1919,  reports  as  follows: 

Out  of  about  a  six  million  and  a  quarter  cantars 
crop  and  a  carry  forward  of  half  a  million  cantars, 
two  million  have  already  been  shipped,  and  the  bulk 
of  the  one  and  a  half  million  appearing  as  stock  is 
sold,  awaiting  facilities  for  being  pressed  and  shipped. 

As  regards  the  cotton  to  come  down  from  Up  country 
it  is  generally  believed  that  the  greater  proportion 
is  held  by  the  exporters. 

Although  it  is  very  difficult  to  estimate  the  remain- 
ing unsold  quantity  of  the  crop,  we  should  put  it  down 
from  2  to  2-l/£  million,   consisting  mostly  of  good  grades 
Will  these  2-l/2  million  cantars  maximum  suffice  to  fill 
spinners'  unfulfilled  requirements  from  December  to  next 
October?

EGYPTIAN  COTTON  NEWS  LETTER 


The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  February  15  contains 
the  following  extract  relative  to  extra  staple  cotton; 

A  very  slow  week  was  the  story  in  the  extra  staple 
cotton  market,  with  sales  confined  almost  wholly  to 
small  lots.       *      *    With  a  few  exceptions  the  mills 
have  not  been  particularly  keen  seekers  after  cotton, 
and  although  in  one  or  two  quarters  there  was  an  out- 
let for  a  limited  quantity  of  high  grade  white  staples 
of  certain  lengths,  most  of  the  manuf acturers  gave 
evidence  of  being  fairly  well  provided  for  with  regard 
to  their  raw  material. 

*  *  * 

Prices  as  a  whole  were  fairly  stationery  on  extra 
staples,   though  there  was  a  noticeable  tendency  to  sell 
on  the  part  of  the  south,   and  a  slight  easing  could  be 
seen  in  certain  quarters.       *  * 

*  *  * 

Sea  Islands  have   just  begun  to  cone  into  their  own. 
After  hr.ving  been  a  drug  on  the  market  for  months,  dur- 
ing which  time  several  long  herded  cotton  dealers  have 
been  quietly  picking  them  up  at  prices  only  slightly 
above  80  cents,  they  have  suddenly  sprung  into  demand 
during  the  past  two  weeks  and  a  considerable  quantity 
is  reported  to  have  been  sold  at  prices  ranging  up- 
wards of  90  cents.     There  is  very  little  of  this  kind 
of  cotton  now  offered  in  this  market,   although  one  lot 
of  very  beautiful  appearing  cotton,   said  to  be  real 
islands  and  of  extra  fine  grade  was  obtainable  here  at 
91  cents.     It  would  net  have  been  possible  to  buy  any 
large  quantity  under  95  cents,  however,  unless  very  low 
grades  were  taken,  and  the  probability  is  that  the  price 

would  be  nearer  a  dollar  if  high  grade  cotton  was  needed.

There  has  'been  very  little  Pima  cotton  offered  in 
this  market,  during  the  past  week,  although  there  is  a 
market  for  a  certain  amount  of  it  if  the  right  kind 
and  grade  can  be  obtained.     The  trouble  seems  to  be 
that  the  storm  has  so  seriously  affected  the  grades 
this  year  that  there  is  an  unusually  large  quantity 
of  low  grade  and  off-color  cotton  that  does  not  seem 
to  be  at  all  attractive  to  the  class  of  mills  here  that 
has  been  accustomed  to  use  this  kind  of  cotton.

Brokers  report  that  No,   4  and  No.   5  grades,   the  two  lowest 
of  the  regular  grade  classifications,   can  be  bought  for 
around  90  cents,   and  they  say  that  some  of  the  cotton  is 
even  worse  than  No.  5  in  grade,  possibly  No.   6  or  No.  7, 
if  there  existed  any  such  regular  grade  classifications. 
Certain  of  the  mills  in  this  territory  are  understood 
to  be  in  the  market  for  some  of  this  cotton  for  tire  yarn 
lourposes,  hut  strange  as  it  may  seem  they  will  not  accept 
the  low  grades  or  off  colors,  but  demand  No.  2s  or  at 
least  nothing  worse  than  No.  3s  in  white  cotton.  The 
price  they  are  willing  to  pay  is  said  to  he  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  95  or  96  cents,   but  none  has  been  offered  here 
lately  at  such  figures  and  there  is  a  ruestion  whether 
any  more  of  the  better  grades  are  left  out  of  this  year's 
crop.     No  explanation  is  given  as  to  why  high  grade  white 
cotton  is  deemed  necessary  for  tire  yarn,   and  many  brokers 
O.XIG-  mi-Li,  men  cannot  underst'onci  why  color  should.  iLsake  any 
difference  in  this  particular.     Such  are  the  facts,  how- 
ever,  and  until  tire  yarn  purchasers  see  fit  to  let  down 
the  bars  as  to  color,   the  prices  they  will  have  to  pay 
will  necessarily  continue  to  be  based  on  the  prices  the 
mills  have  to  pay  for  strictly  white  cotton.

EGYPTIAN  COT TOW  HEWS 


LETTER 


The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard  of  February  22  contains 
the  following  extract  relative  to  extra  staple  cotton: 

The  market  for  extra  staple  cotton  has  been  very 
quiet  here  during  the  past  Week,  many  of  the  mills  being 
entirely  out  of  the  market,  and  those  which  are  buying 
at  all  confining  their  purchases  to  a  few  spot  lots  for 
filling  in  purposes  pending  the  arrival  of  shipments 
delayed  by  transportation  difficulties.       *  * 

Prices  as  a  rule  have  been  fairly  well  maintained  on 
the  extra  staple  lengths,  with  a  slight  tendency  to 
easing  in  the  shorter  cottons  and  a  slight  stiffening 
in  the  very  long  lengths  of  the  better  grades.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  south  is  more  willing  to  sell 
than  it  has  been  for  some  time,  but  this  willingness 
has  not  yet  reached  the  price-cutting  point,   and  only 
a  very  few  of  the  mills  have  been  willing  to  meet  the 
prices  that  are  being  asked  today. 


There  was  considerable  interest  in  the  specialties 
such  as  Sea  Island  and  Egyptians,  but  very  few  of  these 
were  offered .     It  was  reported  that  certain  interests 
were  buying  up  Sak  cotton  of  medium  to  high  grades, 
for  re-shipmont  to  Liverpool,'  while  there  was  &  very 
active  demand  for  spot  Egyptian  for  filling  in  purposes 
until  the  large  shipments  that  have  already  arrived  in 
Boston  can  be  reshipped  to  this  territory,     *  * 

Sea  Islands  have  been  sought  by  a  few  of  the  mills 
and  sales  between  $lo00  and  Ql,03  *°'r  extra  choice 
to  fancy  have  'been  made.     Average  extra  choice  is  offered 
at  §1.04  to  $1,05,  with  a  very  limited  quantity  avail- 
able slightly  under  $1.00» 


There  was  but  little  American  Egyptian  cotton  offered 
in  this  market  and  interest  in  it  was  confined  to  a 
very  limited  number  of  mills.     Most  of  these  demanded 
nothing  lower  than  No »  3  grade  and  were  looking  for 
No.  2s  if  they  could  be  found.     No,  4  grade  Pima  cot- 
ton, very  good  in  color  and  staple,  but  carrying  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  large  leaf  was  offered  for  im- 
mediate shipment  from  Arizona  at  95  cents.     This  was 
approved  in  certain  charters  &£  suitable  for  tire  yarns, 
but  not  good  enough  in  grade  for  certain  other  contracts 
for  which  Pima  cotton  was  wanted.
